1« On Eriday, 10 April 1953» Grossbahn svitched suitcases with aaother person» 
later ideritificd herein» while enroute from Salzburg to Attnang-Pucheim on the Arl- 
berg Express« The following are the detaila in his am words: 

a« Qn ErldAy» 10 April 1953» I left Salzburg by the Arlberg in the 
direction of Atteang at 1305 hours« I trarelled* in .the last second dass 
coopartnent of the first second dass carriage (in the direction of the 
locosaotlro) next to the third dass carriages* Because of a broken water 
pipe the ccrapartacnt was flooded and I changed after probably five sdnutos 
into the ädjacent corapartment«: Thcre were tvb other men, occupying the 
window seats» in this coapartaent« I left ny tvb suitcases on the rack 
and after possibly ten ndnutes went into the third dass» vhcre I had seen 
SLAA« I paased his cciq^artaent and he stepped out« After maklog sure that 
I dld not know anybody and after asking bim whsther he knew anybody» vhicjh 
he dida^» I corryersed with high I sviddenly noticed that the train had 
already paased Yoecklabruck Station and therefore parted in a hurry and 
ruahed to ny conpartmont« There was no other stop by the train until 
,,'tnang« When I r aached my compartment I f otind the two other men still 
sitting in their seats but there was no light in the compartment - it had 
becooe alaoot dark by then* I.put on ny coat, grabbed (what I belieted 
to be) ny two baga» ruahed for the door and left the train than went to 
the eadt where wy wif e waited for me with the car« Arriring at hone I 
left the two auitcases in the hall and vont to raeot our guosts* 

b« On Saturday, 11 April^ at about ten in tho nörning.I went to *my 
suitcases" to take out sy black briefcase which contained one yollow 
* enrelope in which I had placed 

(1) The enlarged photo a made by Z2-1* 

(2) The contact letter dated 10 Karch (ZZ-l)« 

(3) Two empty film corers for ZZ-l^ Robot« 
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I Xound to my utier disraay that I had either grabbed a wrong sultcas« 
or that oomobody in my absence had axchanged min« for another one* 

Thia other suitcase, also brown but slightly aaaller, contained two 
ahirts, one with an Innsbruck textile mark* a aman tollet set with 
razor, brush (also with an Innsbruck mark) one uaed night ahirt 
(flannel), and one Tiroler Zeitung d&ted 31 Jan* 1953« 

c. I thereupon called the Linz railroad lost property Office and 
asked whether ooraebody had givsn notice to have exchangad a auitcaee* 

Lina Imnediately contacted the stationa where a stop of the Arlberg was 
scheduledt Attnang, Wels, St« Valentin and Vienna (Weatbahnhof), I was 
then inforaed that no notice had arrivcd so Xar* The oflicial wanted ^Qr 
name, I inforaed him that I was going to take the wrong suitcaae to .Wels, 
where I was going in any case, he in turn was going tö infora Wels* . (I 
did thia as not to disclose ngr Identity), I drove to Wels with ay wife, 
she parked sorne distance from the Station and I rushed there on i’oot« I 
arrived ahortly before noon, the orricial in Charge of lost property had 
alreedy loft but a man f röa the ticket ofrice was .already inTonaed« He 
in ray prasence once'more called Line, where no further news had arrived, 
and from where he. was inforaed that before Monday morning no furthor nows 
could coms becauae the Offices were closed urttil then* I filled out a 
form where I described tho suitcaae, the compartmsnt and the time and 
requested that. ln caae of it being found it should be forwarded to the 
Wels lost property railroad Office* I had to give a name and address and 
gave: Albert A* EISNJ31, APO 403, .U*S, Ars y« 

d* We then went to Salzburg where I had hoped to find not es in my 
Office rogarding the comenta of the contact letter— which could h&Yo bcen 
a damaging documont— but I found none. I did not get an.ansver whon calling 
the offico (yours), I then returned tö my homa. I intentiönally did not 
call Wels again fron «y home on Monday moming aa not to givo traces that 
could have been folloved but called you requesting to see you this moming* 
Provicling that time allovrs I will call Wels from Voecklabruck, where I aa 
not known at tho post offico* 



e* My suitcase did not contain any other indicative Information re-* 
garding my.persoa but a number of letters from ray family in Gennany without 
addroases, dirty laundry vithoüt initial marking, a muaber of German and 
American Journals* - 

f* As far as I can recollect the contact letter with 22-1 does not 
biow him except his so far used Vienna address on Malerstrasse of Vienna^ 
first district* 



2* The contact report which he montions under paragraph b was forwarded 
to Headquarters as Attachment D to reforence* Attache! at B is a set of photoa 
which are copies of the photos also mentioned under. paragraph b* These photos 
had not as yet been forwarded as we feit thoy were of irisufiicient importance 
to di 3 tribute* They reproaenfc ZZ-l 1 » efforts during a spell of extromely bad 
weather and many are fairly unclear« The set of photoa wnich were in the äuit- 
case were urooarked, unlike those attached* we have coded the plctures accprding 
to the Grossbahn report (?/34015) attachod at A mcroly as a guidc to tho caversigo 
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3« Groesbahn bald an extremely brief meeting with 22-1 ln Liesen* Steier- 
mark on 14 April 1953 — taking all security precautions possiole undar exicting 
circtmatances—and varnad ZZ-1 to stay out of the Soviet Zone and at-honw, 
untll further notice* He wa3 not told the reaaon wtgr, Explanation was that 
thora had bean an lndication of increased security measurea on the part of the 
Soviets and it was feit prudent to keep him out of the area untll things retumed 
to normal, 

4« In spite of Grossbahi^s optomistic paragraph f, a thorough examlnation 
of the coatact report indicates clear leada to ZZ-l r s true Identity— lcads whlch 
an aggressive and unfrieiidly servlce would have little trouble picking out and 
foilowlng down, if they vere so inclined* (See contact report, para, I7,a(7)*) 

5* We try to excuae Grossbahn on the grounds that this sort of accidant 
or incldent could happon to any of us* We have not as yet given him the brutal 
tongue laahing he.deserves for he is in such a depressed mood over tho affalr 
that we are afraid of pushlng him too far, We cannot ansver why he had sensi- 
tive Information in hi a. suitcase— why he valked off and ieft it to chat with 
SLAA of all people on the Arlberg Express of all places* These answera we w ill 
furaish at a later data*

6* Attached at C ia Grossbah^s report covering the receipt of a letter 
from one M* KAHLER, Anichstrasse 24, Innsbruck, and the circumstances attendant 
thereto, Ae part of this attachment, are photocopiea of the postcard from 
XX-1 to Grosjbahn which, fortunately, fumished the only clue by whlch MAHLER 
was enabled to ultimataly track down the owner* XX-1 had raailed the poetcard 
to Grossbahn in a covering extvelope, hence the appearance that the postcard 
was ready för mailing but had never been dispatched* This offered a ready 
xnado cover story— Grossbahn could explain (and he did) that Dr. KINACH, a 
Irland from Gennany, actually XX-1, had asked him to mail ths card to soko 
friends in Austria, but that he had forgotten tö do so and had left the card 
in hls suitcase* 



7, PP-1 did not go to Innsbruck immediately to check on KAHLER* Rather 
ve are having the check perfomed thrbugh routine Channels,

8, Grossbahn travoled to Innsbruck the night of 22 April— aft er stopplng 
by Wels to pick up WÄHLER* 8 suitcase— and effectsd the exchange, His report 
covering the trip is attached at D* It would appear as though the suitcase 
feil into the handa of a conipletely trustworthy and exceptionally intelligent 
peraon, KAHLER appears to be decided pro-West— not e his complimento to Grosa- 
bahtt on the fine Job he ia doing, We wish there were sorae way in which we 
could express our thanks to MAHLER— po selb ly even off er him sona type of 
rennmeration for his fine handling of the epioode— but we feel it is best to 
let the matter clos« out without attaching further algnificance to it* 
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9* As soon as PP~i f ß träges are in on JIAHLSR—and ve see no reaaon now 
Kh7 hio roport ehould be unfavorable— w» will reactirate 22-1, bub will inaiat 
.that he change boardJLng housea in Vienna and awid contact with. bis foraer 
acquaintancea Xroa Frau PFALZ* 8 houae* 

10* We are convinced, aftarthia affair, that there is .a Goddass of Go od 
Luck» who isist look dyer our left ahouldar and doea faror us with an occaslonal 
maile» 

11* We will develop tho anawers to queationa pooed in Paragraph four and 
do plan on following up with n otem lecture to Grosöbahn on the shoer fool- 
hardiness of Ida initial artepo which culndnated in his noar coaprocdae of a 
promiaing new eourca. He will also be rendnded that this eecurit 7 breach ie 
being entered in bis record, and just 00 with the rcot of us, no one can 
afford to set üp a string of rach incidenta without axpocting to evantually 
suffer the cönaaquenoea*
